may now finde, that We have hereby given an undoubted Evidence of Our affection to, and conftdence in, Pur 
People , by making themſelves judges, of what may concerns both Our and their own intereſts: And further, 
We do hereby aſſure them, That Dur own Honour, and the Honour of that Our ancient Kingdom being 
vindicat, and the ancient Prerogative of the Crown being aſſerted, We will grant ſuch a full and free Pardon 
and Act of Jndempnity , as (hall witneſs, there is nothing we are moze deſirous of, then that Our People 
may be bleſſed with the abundance of Happincſs, Peace and Plenty, under Our Government, And, We do 
hereby command you Our Heraulds, Purſevants and Peſſengers of Arms, to paſſe and make publication 
hereof at the Mercat Croſſe of Edinburgh, and other places medfull ; And in Our Name and Authoztty to com⸗ 
mand, charge and inhibite all, and ſundzy our Subjects of Scotland, That none of them pꝛeſume to go out of the 
Kingdom without Licenceof Our Committee of Eſtates, under the pain to be eſteemed and purſued as contem⸗ 
ners of Our Authoꝛity and Government. |
